(Connor) based on a settlement agreement.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: The Commission ingdituted this investigation on August 20,
2002, based on acomplaint filed by Climax Molybdenum Company ("Climax") againgt one
respondent, Molychem LLC. 67 Fed. Reg. 53966. Climax’s complaint aleges violations of section
337 of the Tariff Act of 1930 in the importation into the United States, sale for importation, and/or sde
within the United States after importation of certain anmonium octamolybdate isomers by reason of



infringement of clam 1 of Climax’s U.S. Patent No. 5,985,236. On November 18, 2002, the
Commission determined not to review an 1D granting Climax’s motion to add Connor as a respondent
to the investigation.

On January 16, 2003, the ALJissued an ID granting complainant’s motion to terminate
Conner as arespondent in the investigation based on a non-confidentia settlement agreement. No
petitions for review of the ID were filed.

This action is taken under the authority of section 337 of the Tariff Act of 1930, 19
U.S.C. § 1337, and section 210.42(h) of the Commission Rules of Practice and Procedure, 19 C.F.R.
§210.42(h).
